Smog To Color 
Chicago Center

It is finished in ugly, scaly 
rust, a substance rarely found 
covering today’s skyscrapers.

A steel company spokesman 
said Sunday the metal has only

— They rebuilt most of Virginia 
City in one year after the great 
fire of 1875. And ifs been falling 
ap art ever since. 
The Nevada Legislature has 
voted $15,000 to start patching 
up the sagging Queen of the 
Comstock Lode. It’s a m odest 
venture, but Thomas A. Cooke, 
chairm an of the V ugrnia City 
Restoration Commission, says: 
“ It is easy to list a dozen rea­ 
sons why it cannot possibly suc­ 
ceed. Perhaps it won’t, but we 
should at least try .” 
The commission had sought 
$85,000, including $50,000 for its 
own operations and $35,000 to 
begin 
face-lifting the old 
4th 
W ard 
School. 
The 
legislature 
approved reduced funds for the 
school only. 
Past Plans Fizzle 
T here 
have 
been 
grander 
plans in the past. including one 
to 
raise

dollars 
through public contribution, but 
they fizzled. 
Some heartening private re ­ 
storation has been done, but as 
each year goes by, Virginia City 
crum bles a little more. 
The Comstock’s pride and joy.
